GOVERNMENT SHIPS. 


Late news from Washington give 
the idea that Secretary of the Navy 
Herbert is favorable to having some 
of the new vessels, ordered, or to be 
so, by Congress, built on the Pacific 
Coast. 
The idea is sent forth that 
the Union Iron Works is the only 
Arm that can do Government ship 
building in San 'Francisco. 
If we 
arenpt misinformed there are two 
other firms in San Francisco who are 
prepared to bid on this kind of work, 
and will be able to perform the con­ 
tract if awarded them. 


The delegation sent from Vallejo 
are adding their mite to other influ-; 
ences, and it is quite possible and 
probable that the building of a tor­ 
pedo boat may be ordered at the 
Mare Island Navy Yard. Work can 
be done there just as cheap and as 
good, if not better, than by any con­ 
tractor. It is right that a vessel of 
the new style should be built at this 
navy yard. 
It has all the requisite 
machinery to do the work with, and 
that machinery should be put to some 
good Use. 
The idea of stocking a 
navy yard with such a costly plant, 
as has been done at our navy yard, 
and then let it rust for want of use, 
is about as preposterous as anything 
we ever heard of. As good median 
ics can be found who will work at 
the navy yard as those who work for 
a contractor. 


What is a navy yard for, anyhow, 
with millions of dollars spent upon it 
for mechanical plants, if you do not 
have any use for it ? 
There are any 
quantity of good reasons why a war 
vessel should be built at Mare Island, 
and we cannot call to mind one 
single good one against the proposi­ 
tion. 
Let our Congressmen and 
others interested put the question 
straight to the powers that be, and 
see if they can find out what good a 
first-class naval station is if you never 
use if for what it was intended. 
Stir 
them up with a long pole until they 
perform that duty which the country 
pays them a good salary for, to say 
nothing about the honor of the posi­ 
tion, and is daily looking for them to 
carry out.
